IRST, I want to congratulate the women golfers of Toledo, and those of 

the entire District, upon their achievements in Golf and the fine spirit 

in which they have gone about it all. To the officials of the District As- 
sociation, past and present, the highest praise is due. Toledo has, also, reason 
to be very proud of its District champions whose faces will look forth from 
these pages. 


It is a genuine pleasure to me to be accorded the privilege of writing 
this message of introduction. One of the finest things in Toledo golf has 
been the active interest that women have taken in it from the beginning. 
In all of the clubs of the Toledo District, the women have been a vital factor 
in their growth. 


In the early days, this spirit expressed itself in Mixed Foursome events 
and team matches, both local and throughout the District. All of these, how- 
ever, were limited by the small number of clubs. Now there are over twenty 
in the Toledo District. While the women had all of the needful spirit, it 
was not until this expressed itself in organized golf of their own creating 
and management, that their game “came into its own.” It surely has achieved 
much in the decade closed. The progress has been ideal. 


The women have demonstrated an ability for organized and efficient goyv- 
ernment in golf and the faithful upholding of the game’s best standards, that 
can well be followed as an example. 


I have esteemed it an especial privilege and honor to officiate at several 
of their tournaments. In these, I have noted particularly the seriousness with 
which they observe its time-honored rules and etiquette. 


This really wonderful out-of-door game has grown chiefly because it has 
meant so much to the health and happiness of millions of people in the 
world. This appeal and these benefits have become so well known, and 
accepted as needful, that each year witnesses a twenty per cent increase in 
the number of players every where. In Toledo, in the single instance of public 
golf, 112,000 games were played in 1929. 


All things indicate that, in a few years, at least 10,000 Toledoans will 
be playing golf. 


The fact that the women “have come into the picture” so whole-heartedly 
is surely a vital factor in many ways. The “golf widow” is no longer ex- 
ploited in the papers as either a feature or an object of pity. She has taken 
up golf. Frequently she can give her husband a handicap and beat him 
prettily. 


Indeed, in every season, and for every reason, the Women of the Toledo 
District Association have really achieved, in all good and desirable ways. 
The unselfish purpose and genuine courage which has made the following 
history possible is entitled to the highest praise and gratitude from the 
women golfers of the entire District.

N 1924-1925, when I was President of the T. W. D. G. A., the thought 

came to me to keep all records of our tournamenis, that some day they 

might be of interest to our District in book form; also to have a bronze 
plaque made, the plaque to hang in the champion’s home club. 

These two ideas have been with me through these years. On Sept. 28, 
1929, I put them before the District Board. They, too, agreed and asked me 
to appoint a committee to work along these lines. 

Our first efforts were to give a card party to help raise the funds. This 
party was held at Heather Downs, Nov. 12, 1929. 

It seems only fitting that some mention should be made of the first 
women who played golf in Toledo, because they were the ones who started 
inter-club matches. It is from their efforts to foster the game that our present 
District derived its start. 

As I understand it, they started playing under the guidance of Mr. 
Jermain at Ottawa Park. Those joining Inverness soon afterwards and play- 
ing from the first private club were Mrs. Harry Cummings, Mrs. Davidson, 
(Country Club), Mrs. Harold Fraser, Mrs. Thrift, Louise Kitchen, Mrs. 
Hugh Ross, Mrs. John Cameron, Mrs. George Rich, Esther Brinkerhoff, 
Helen Burnep, and Mrs. Hawley Mead. A few years later the following were 
added: Mrs. Herve Cheney, Mrs. Arthur Budd, Mrs. A. B. Newell, Mrs. F. 
H. Seymour, Mrs. Irving Haughton, Mrs. Fred Reama, Mrs. J. H. Bellows, 
Mrs. John Harris, Mrs. Linton Fallis, (Helen Tillotson), Mrs. George Green- 
halgh, (Marie Walbridge, Country Club). 

It has been a pleasure to compile this book. If my friends find it worth 
while, then I will feel that the time has not been spent in vain. 

The magnitude of the work can best be judged by reading the pages 
under the title, “History.” We are indebted to Mrs. Frederick Seyfang who 
collected all the data from the files of the TOLEDO TIMES, the TOLEDO 
BLADE, and the TOLEDO NEWS-BEE, which were opened to us by the 
courtesy of the publishers. 

I wish to say in this connection that the secretary of the Committee, 
Kathryn Kalbfleisch, who has done all the typing of the manuscript, is en- 
titled to the gratitude of the Association.

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TOLEDO WOMEN’S DISTRICT GOLF ASSOCIATION 
CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE | 


NAME 


The name of this Association shall be TOLEDO WOMEN’S DISTRICT 
GOLF ASSOCIATION. 


ARTICLE II 
OBJECTS 


The objects of this Association shall be, in general, to promote concerted 
and harmonious action in all ways for the best interesis and fellowship of 
the game of golf throughout the district covered by the Association, and, in 
connection therewith, to assist in the betterment of the moral and physical 
welfare of the caddies, to hold such Association Championship Tournaments 
and Team Matches as may be decided upon, and to arrange dates, without 
conflict, for Open and Invitation Tournaments held by the clubs belonging 
to the Association, and to co-operate in every way with all golf associations. 
The rules of the United States Golf Association shall govern all play in 
events held under the auspices of the Association. 


ARTICLE III 


MEMBERSHIP 


Section 1. Any Club within 100 miles of the City of Toledo, having a 
properly constituted golf club, shall be eligible for membership. 

Sec. 2. Any eligible club may be elected by a majority vote at any meet- 
ing of the Board of Governors hereinafter provided for. 

Sec. 3. All new members must be able to show a Club handicap of 36 
or better, and all old members of this District shall be limited to a handicap 
of 36. All players must play 18 holes in order to be eligible for a prize. 


ARTICLE IV 
BOARD OF GOVERNORS 


Section 1. The control, general management and entire policy of the 
Association shall be vested in the Board of Governors, which shall consist 
of the Chairman of each club and one member of each club elected by the 
Board of Governors for a term of three years. 

Sec. 2. The Board of Governors shall meet at the call of the President, 
or any three of its members, and at least two days notice shall be given by 
the Secretary. 

Sec. 3. Each Club must be represented by two members on the Board of 
Governors. In case of absence of one or both of the original members, a 
personal representative shall be appointed by the sac Fake absent member 
and said representative shall have the power to vote ai the Board of Gov- 
ernors. 

Sec. 4. Representatives of two-thirds of the Clubs shall constitute a 
quorum of the Board of Governors. 
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ARTICLE V 


OFFICERS 


Section 1. ELection. The officers of the Association shall be a President, 
a Vice-President, a Secretary, and a Treasurer, who shall be elected by the 
Board of Governors and hold office for one year, or until their successors are 
elected. The President and Vice-President shall be members of the Board 
of Governors; the Secretary and Treasurer need not be members of the 
Board of Governors, but must be club members of the Association. 
Sec. 2. Powers anp DUTIES. 
(a) The President. The President shall preside at all meetings of the 
Board of Governors and of the Association and, in general, shall 
perform the duties incident to her office. 
The President shall be in full charge of the District Championship 
Tournament. 
(b) The Vice-President. During the absence or inability to act of the 
President, the Vice-President shall perform the duties of that 
office. 


——— 


The Secretary. The Secretary shall keep the records of all meet- 
ings of the Association and of the Board of Governors. She shall 
give and serve all notices of meetings. She shall have charge of 
all correspondence and papers of the Association. She shall 
present at each Annual Meeting of the Association a full report 
of all matters pertaining to the Association, including a sum- 
mary of all tournaments and other events held, and a summary 
of all action taken during the year at meeiings of the Board of 
Governors. In general, she shall perform the duties incident to 


her office. 


(d) The Treasurer. The Treasurer shall keep full and accurate ac- 
counts of all money received, and shall deposit the same in the 
name and to the credit of the Association in such depository as 
may be designated by the Board of Governors. She shall present 
at each Annual Meeting of the Association a written report of the 
finances of the Association; and she shall make a like report 
whenever requested by the Board of Governors. In general, she 
shall perform the duties incident to her office.

ARTICLE VI 


AUDITING COMMITTEE 


At each Annual Meeting of the Association the President shall appoint 
an Auditing Committee of two, who shall audit the accounts of the Treasurer 
and report back to the Board of Governors. 


ARTICLE VII 
OBLIGATIONS AND DISCIPLINE 


The acceptance of membership in the Association shall bind each Club 
to uphold all provisions of the Constitution, By-Laws, and other rules of 
the Association; and to accept and enforce all decisions of the Board of 
Governors acting within its jurisdiction. 
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Any Club failing in its obligations as above set forth, may be suspended 
or expelled by a two-thirds vote of the Board of Governors, provided such 
Club shall have been given due notice of the charge, or charges, preferred 
against it, and an opportunity to be heard in its own defense. 


ArticLe VIII 
ANNUAL MEETING OF THE ASSOCIATION 
The Annual Meeting of the Board of Governors shall be held the first 


Monday in January, except when this is New Year’s Day, and in that event 
shall be held the second Monday in January. The Annual Meeting of the 
Association shall be held the third Monday in April of each year, at such 
time and place as the Board of Governors shall designate. 


ARTICLE IX 
CHAMPIONSHIP TOURNAMENTS 


No player shall be eligible to compete for the Amateur Chammpionship 
of the Association, unless she is a bona fide resident in good standing of 
the district covered by the Association, who maintains a legal residence in 
the district for not less than six months in the year. 

All entries for championship tournaments of the Association shall be 
subject to the approval of the Tournament Committee, who shall have full 
power and absolute discretion to reject any entry. 


ARTICLE X 
AMENDMENTS 


This Constitution may be amended by a two-thirds vote of the Board of 
Governors at any regular or special meeting. 
1. If the Secretary or Treasurer belong to the Board of Governors, the Club 
is entitled to only one other member. 


2. The District Championship Prize shall be purchased with District funds. 

3. No member shall be allowed to bring a guest to a District meet unless 
she pay the regular greens fee to the club. No member shall play golf 
after the morning tournament unless invited to do so by a member of 
that club. 

4. All Chairmen and Board Members shall be paying members of the As- 
sociation. 

5. All members must pay their dues annually to retain their membership in 
the Association. If any member should withdraw for a year or more, 
she must again qualify according to the rules in force at the time of her 
re-entry. 

6. The wives of all professionals in the District shall be considered mem- 
bers of the clubs represented by their husbands, and shall be eligible to 
play in all District tournaments unless they, themselves, are professionals. 

7. Every club shall pay an entrance fee according to the number of its 
members who wish to join the District before any member of the club 
may join the Association. This entrance fee shall be $15.00 for clubs with 
less than 15 members and $25.00 for clubs with 15 or more members, 
and shall be increased immediately when the District membership of 
the club shall reach or exceed 15 members. 
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WOMEN’S CITY CHAMPIONSHIP 
1918 


The first championship tournaments were called the City Championships. 
Although the name of the organization was changed from the Women’s City 
Championship League to the Toledo Women’s District Golf Association in 
1920, it was not until 1924 that the tournaments really became District 
Championships, for it was in that year that the first invitations to become 
members were extended to the golf clubs of the surrounding towns. 

The first championship tournament was held at Country Club, the quali- 
fying round being played on Monday, Sept. 30, 1918. Mrs. F. H. Seymour 
was medalist, winning the cup given by Mr. J. H. Frambach.

TOLEDO WOMEN IN GOLF CLUB 
Toledo Blade, May 4, 1920. 


At a meeting held Tuesday afternoon at the home of Mrs. A. B. Newell, 
the Woman’s City Golf League was organized, and plans laid for the sum- 
mer’s play. 

The league is being launched by women golfers of the Toledo Golf Club. 
Mrs. John Cameron was elected president, and the Tournament Committee 
comprises Mrs. George Greenhalgh, Mrs. A. B. Newell, Mrs. B. A. Stewart 
and Miss Esther Brinkerhoff. 


Inter-club matches will be held at various times during the summer over 
the various courses of the city. Many new stars are likely to be developed 
during the summer, and a city tournament for women, staged toward the 
end of the season, should be an interesting feature of the golf season here. 
Dates for the events have not yet been decided upon. 


Although Toledo women have been playing golf for several years, this is 
the first time that an organization to foster the game among the fair sex 
has been achieved. 

The second championship was played at Sylvania, July 12-15.

Morrison and Mrs. Newell. Mrs. Newell’s match with Mrs. Wallick was the 
most hotly contested, going to the 17th green. 

Mrs. Greenhalgh won the driving contest and Mrs. Hauck, the approach. 
ing. 

In the semi-finals on Wednesday, Miss Tillotson defeated Mrs. Cameron 
and Mrs. Newell, the 1918 champion, Mrs. Morrison. 9 and 18-hole medal 
handicap consolation matches were played that afternoon. 

In the finals on Thursday, Miss Tillotson, by superior putting, defeated 
Mrs. Newell, winning the championship and the silver bowl given by Mr. 
Robert Stranahan, president of Sylvania. Mrs. Newell won the runner-up 
prize offered by Sylvania. 

Miss Kitchen won the second flight from Mrs. Weber, 2 up, and, with 
it, the prize given by Mrs. Cheney. Mrs. Weber, as runner-up, received the 
Sylvania prize. 

In the fall a State Day Tournament was held at Country Club. Helen 
Tillotson, Toledo champion, defeated Mrs. Katharine Starbuck, of Scioto 
Country Club, Columbus, the State champion. 


1921 
Toledo Times, Sunday, May 15, 1921. 


Miss Helen Tillotson, Toledo’s champion woman golfer, whose portrait 
is reproduced today from a sketch made for the Times by Mr. Karl Kappes, 
won the city championship last season at the tournament on the Sylvania 
course. 

Miss Tillotson also came out first in the State Day Tournament last fall 
on the Country Club links, when women golfers from all points in Ohio 
competed. In addition to these conquests she won a day tournament held 
at Dayton. 

In recognition of her golf achievement she has recently been made chair- 
man of the women golfers at Inverness, where she may be seen on the links 
practically every day. Miss Tillotson says that she plays the old and honor- 
able game for the pure fun of the thing but that she has an ambition to 
enter some of the big tournaments and so become proficient enough to play 
as well as the leading women golfers in the country. To this end she is 
really going to “work” at golf this season, rather than play at it. 


The young golf enthusiast is the daughter of H. C. Tillotson of the Tillot- 
son Manufacturing Company. She was educated at the Monticello School 
for Girls, one of the oldest boarding schools in the country, and it was there 
that she acquired her love for athletics and the out-of-doors. 

Miss Tillotson may usually be seen wearing sport clothes or attired in 
regulation golfing suit. She does not, however, espouse the cause of knicker- 
bockers for the woman golfer.

The driving and approaching contests were held Wednesday afternoon. 


In the first or championship flight finals Mrs. George Greenhalgh defeated 
Mrs. Herve Cheney, winning a silver bowl. Emily Smith won the second 
flight finals, 1 up, from Mrs. F. H. Seymour; Mildred Swartzbaugh defeated 
Frances Tiedtke, 1 up, in the third flight; and Mrs. E. J. Wilkinson won from 
Mrs. R. C. Jamison, 4-2, in the fourth flight. 

A general consolation handicap for all players ruled out in match play 
was played Thursday. 

These first three championships were held under the direction of Mrs. 
John Cameron, president of the Association during its first years. 

In October a city tournament under the direction of Mrs. Prentice Rood, 
Welfare Director, was played at Ottawa Park with luncheon served at the 
Toledo Golf Club. Helen Tillotson won the tournament and with it the 
silver cup presented by Mrs. Rood. There were only a few players. The 
prizes were given by different people interested in woman’s golf in Toledo. 


1922 


At the beginning of the 1922 golf season, new officers were elected and 
a governing committee was made up of the chairmen from the four clubs. 

Mrs. A. B. Newell, Country Club, became president, Mrs. L. D. Moon, 
Sylvania, vice-president, Mrs. J. E. Cameron, Toledo Golf Club, secretary, 
and Mrs. J. H. Bellows, Inverness, treasurer. The committee was composed 
of Mrs. Herve Cheney, Inverness, Mrs. H. C. Taylor, Sylvania, Mrs. J. T.
